, 1. This Scientific Intclligenee Conmittce shall act under 
the Chairmanship of a representative of CIA and shall be composcd 
of designated represcntatives fron CIA (Chairnan), Departnent of 
State, Departnont of the Army, Departncnt of the Navy, Dcpartncnt 
of the Air Foree, and Atonic. Encrgy Commission, and such othcr. ad 
hoe nenbers as may be deternincd necessary by the regular committce 
ncenbers. In order to maintain continuity and stability, cach de~ 
partncnt and agency mentioned above will designate a regular 
nenber and, if desired, an altcrnatc by transnitting nancs and 
titles to the Director .of Central Intclligenee. This action will 
not preclude the attcndaneé at connittco nectings of such additional 
persons as nay be t chnicall;-. and othcrivise qualified to discuss 
a particular subject undcr. considcration by the connittec,
